atruciion, is a very insecure place for 
ilctaining jirisonfrs of any inipDrlaiicc 
without very strict surveillance both 
bv night and day. In f:ut, it is the 
kin'l of jail which it is e.isy lo iniat;int) 
would meet with the a))|)rL)val of an 
experienced criminal, as involving on 
him iifi particular obli<,'ations to remain 
tor his trial, unless be iiaci a slioiif.' 
curio.sity to hear what might be .said 
on both sides in regard to his ca-se. 
Thirdly the jail acconunodatiori is ut 
terly insutJicient even at present, and 
often results in imijroper overcrowdiuf;, 
causing an iufringement rjf mU neccs 
sary sanitary conditions. 'I'hiH state 
of things is f^radually becoming worse 
and woise, and the future with its in 
crease of city population is not like'y 
to lesson the evil. The siie niorenvi'r, 
which is in the very centre of ilie city, 
has become oxcee<lini;ly v:iiualile, anil 
the grouutl is absolutely wanted for 
business purpo.ses, while a far le.-.s ex- 
pensive location in the suburbs would 
not only suit tlie purposes of a jail, but 
he far better for it in every respect, 
ns hfing healthier for tho inmates. 
Nor ia this a matter which can be long 
post[)onc(l, as the accommodation now 
is not only iniidc(iuate but inscciii'i>. 
The proceeds of the sale of the present 
valuable site would at once proviile 
-.^.another and mon^lappropriate one, and 
also coiitriBute largely toward the erec- 
tion of a new jail building consiructed 
on tiie best system, and lilted with all 
the latest improvements necessary for 
the security of the prisoners, and the 
|H!rfect sanitary condition of the iiisti 
tution. Under these circumstances, 
. .^as. already intimated, the city would 
have to provide its own lock up ami 
police station, which might be done at 
comparatively small expense, ami the 
outlay is one which (iioperly lielongs 
to the city authorities. The present 
jail by over crowding is capable of ac 
coniniodating about fifty |iersoiis, but 
tiiat means putting two or three pris- 
oners in a cell which in many cases 
ought only to contain one, a practice 
which for maity reasons is highly repre- 
hensible. The jail in Victoria more- 
over, like the jails in other places is 
occasionally expected to accomniotlate 
lunatics and where the space for pris- 
oners is already small, this still further 
circumscribes it. linough, however, 
has been said on this subject to bring 
it. under ])ublic consideration and it 
onlv remains tore iterate that the pies- 
eiit building and site are alike unsuit- 
aljlft, and that if .sold would largely 
jirovide means for a new jail tilted to 
the growing rei|uiremeiit.i of the city.

English Hallway Accidents. 

The total number of accidental deaths 
reported to the boar 1 of trade by the sev- 
eral Engliah railway companies during 
the last year was UtjS, while 8968 persons 
were injured. These totals comprise all 
the serious casualties on railways duiii g 
the year. The rate of mortality among 
railway empl.iyees is very high, no fewer 
thauoo;! having been killed and 2r)70 in- 
jured in 1882. The number of passen- 
gers killed was 1'27; injured, 173C; while 
.'iOli trespassers, including 02 cases of sui- 
cide, were killed and 145 injured. Among 
others who perished as victims to their 
own carelcs.siie.ss o"J persons were killed. 
7Li injured \v lieu alight iiig from or giM- 
iiig iiit.i trams in motion. .-Vgaiii, 75 per- 
sons were killed and 40 injured while 
passing over railways at level crossing — a 
fact which cannot be too well known.
